Tlie news from Europe by last advices is 
uninteresting in comparison with tiie bril- 
liant exploits of Garibaldi, whioli were 
wiitied to us by previjiis sleaiiiera. Gari- 
baldi ha.s wittulrawn to Itis islaiid home, 
which has been transformed by Victor F.ni- 
manuel from the modest cotlaf,'e of a 
patriot into the p.ilace of n prince. There 
the hero of Italian liberty in retiremoul 
awaits the Ides of March to reaew the 
struggle with Austria and the Pope, for the 
liberatijan of the Papal States arid Yenetia. 
Should, Piedmont, however, succeed in the 
ineantime in negotiating with Austria' for 
the parchaso of Venetia, the. tide of Italian 
revolution will be stayed ; and the Papal 
- States alone stand in the way of the friends 
of Italian Unity, Austria has officially de- 
nied the existence of negotiations tor the 
cession of Venetia to Piedmont. If true, 
we may in two or three months again ex- 
pect to see Garibaldi at the head of his 
revolutionary batiallions, driving ilie last 
Austrian out of Italy, like Viclor Emmanuel 
is now enyaged in e.xpelling Francis II., 
the last of ilie Bourbons from Gaeia, his 
la.-l .-iliongliold. 

The news from the United Stales still 
represents South Carolina and the exlrenie 
Southern Stales as determined to secede. 
The ditiioulties of Mr. Buchanan have cul- 
minated by the resignation ot three of the 
most prominent members of ..his Cabinet, 
aniJ among the number iGenrCass. The 
feasor, vt hy the latter rissigned, is attributed 
to the. refusal of the" President to put Fort 
Moultrie, at Charlestou, in a state of defenct' 
Gen. Scott has. once more been summoned 
to Washington 10' lend his pO|ent influence 
as a pacificator. . Durihg Jackson's adrain- 
istriition he was sent to South Carolina lo 
quiet the nuUificationists of that day. He 
suceeeiled then; and it is certainly to be 
hoped that he may .succeed now. Ther-; is 
no deii\iii^ that the aspect of secession is 
gruwiiig moie serion.'* every day. It i.s not 
likely, however, to include under the .■reces- 
sion banner, the borderslave States. They 
.appear lo be disinclined to accept Iho cleo- 
tiun ot Lincoln as sutiicient cause for hn ak- 
ing up ll>B Union. Were such a fatality as 
di:<uiiiuti to occur, it could not butbe viewed 
as a world's calamity.

The cable again 'parted, and the brigantiiie 
soon lost sight of hor in the darkness of the 
night. 

The llecato called in at Friendly Cove. 
Her officers questioned the natives, aud they 
declared thoy had seen nothinijof theForward 
since her loavinj; with the Floroncia the last 
time. The Hecate rescued six of the crew 
of the Floroncia and four Kanakas belonging 
to the brig Consort. It is feared by many 
that the Forwtird may have sprung a leak in 
towing the Floronuin, and gone down in 
trying to make Friendly Cove after parting 
with the brigantino; while others ontertaiu 
the opinion that hor raachioory became dis- 
abled, and that sho has gono around to tho 
noi-th of the Island, and will make this port 
under sail. There was some talk yesterday 
of the llooato having found some navy 
blankets among the Iiidiiins ; but wo could 
not trace it to any reliable source. 

Capt. llobaon is ypokeii of bv his fellow 
oiScors of tho navy as an c.\ porienced com- 
mander, and one in whom great conlidonco 
was felt. The crew of the Forward niiin- 
bered thirty-live, who, added to thb eighteen 
jiersoiis she had rescued from the wreck of 
the Consort, makes a total of forty-three 
souls on board of hor at the time of her dis- 
appearance.' She' carried' orie' liirgo and two 
small guns, and was conaiderod perfectly 
seaworthy. The whole affair is, so far, 
shrouded in mystery, and we trust that H. 
M. S. Plumper, which leaves to-day in search 
of the missing gun-boat, will return with tho 
intelligence that she is .safe, and tliernhydis- 
pul the gloomy state of uncorlaiuty at pres- 
ent felt.

We staid at Friendly Cove (i\uoika Souno) 
after diiijiatching the second mate's letter 
to Mr. Rhodo.s, [published in CoLo.sisTof the 
13lh Dec. — Kd. CoLONtsTj doing all we 
could to better our condition; our provis- 
ions were nearly ont,aiul we sutlered a great 
deal. Mr. Ltmkenau, the lirst mate, before 
mentioned'in your ' journal as having left 
the Florencia soon after her capsizing, re- 
turned to the vessel on the 12ih of Decem- 
ber, and again took coiniiiaiul of her. 
On the 17th day of December II. M. i;un- 
boat Forward came into the cove. Capl. 
liobson gave us provisions, ami Wc- lold hiin 
that the brig Coii.iorl li.ul tieen w recked near 
Josef bay, some liltio clisuiiice to the north 
of Woody point — live Kanakas tiaving c.imo 
lo us ill a canoe a lew day.s heiore and lold 
us so. Capt. Uohsoii told us to be ol good 



gave me an order for $16 66 on Norris, Cox 
& Co., of Victoria, and a note for S50 paya- 
ble by him in b\k months after date, provided 
he realized the same from the wreck. When 
we refused to sign a hill of sale and quit 
claim, he said he would give ua no assist- 
ance. We then signed clear of the vessel 
That evening, the Indian agent, iMr. Barn- 
field, located at Barcley Sound, came over, 
and he said the sale was no good. He wrote 
up to Capt. Stamp; the Hecate came in 
(about three o'clock on Tuesday evening) and 
we went aboard of her. 

I think, when the Forxvnrd left us they 
were trying to tow us back. She was six 
miles from Friendly Covo when she turned 
around. Tho Hecate went into Friendly 
Cove before coming to where we were; she 
came straight back to Esquimalt; and stop- 
ped nowhere on Ihe way back. Three of 
our crew, who left for the shore with ihe 
first mate, a short lime after wo capsized, are 
held in cus'ody by Indians, who demand a 
ransom. 

The Florencia, when the Hecate left 
Barclay Sound, was lying stern on the beach. 
Her ruilder, and a portion of her cutwater 
were gone. Her bottom is sound, and her 
position is thought to bo quite as favorable 
for being placed afloat onco more, as that of 
the bark Glimpse, at Clover Point las Spring 
At low water she is left high and dry,

noticed above as having been wrecked in 
San Josef harbor, at the northern extremity 
of Vancouver Island, was from Honolulu, 
and bound for Muiggs & Co.'s mills to load 
with lumber. Sho was dismantled during 
a gale about tho 15th of October, and jury 
masts were riggoil, and she made the en- 
trance of the straits, when she was driven off 
by a severe gale, and finally ran into San 
Josef harbor, where she anchored. A few 
days afterwards she dragged her anchors, 
and went ashore, where she became a total 
wreck. Her;j>a88engerfl;and>ore^ number- 
ing 22 persons— 9'Kanak«i5,*' and 13 white 
persons — reached the. shore safely, and 
were taken off by the- Forward on the 18th 
ult. Eighteen of their passengers and crew 
were an board tho Forward, when she dis- 
appeared. The remaining four Kanakas 
were on board the Florencia, and arrived on 
the Hecate on Wednesday night.

The Committee have just rctencd ii communi- 
cation from Mr. Macfie, in rciily to tho (lucries 
above referred to, in which the following sentence 
is found in respect to the nrrangeincnts made in 
his rlace of worship If Negroes were pleased 
to Rive their attendance, they would be expected 
to take one side of the buildinp, whore they would 
be welcome to any unoccupied pince they might 
choose, and where ihej would always find a nuin- 
her of whites sufficiently indifferent to the preju- 
dice to sit in proximity to them." 

From this quotation it is evident that tlif re is a 
part of the chapel from which the colored popu- 
lation nrc excluded. To this exclusion tlio com- 
mittee object, as utterly at variance with the prin- 
ciples of tho Chrlstinn religion, as well as contrary 
to the usages adopted hy their agents in every 
part of the Coloni.nl Kuipire viu're a mi.\ture of 
the'raccs is found. 

Thi.s committee, therefore, resolves — That the 
above arrangi;mcnt must be immediately iliscon- 
tinued, and freedom of access secured to every 
part of tlio building to all persons, without dis- 
tinction of color. And that in tho event of this 
requirement not being complied with, the connec- 
tion of the Colonial Missioaary Society with this 
Mission must cease'an'd 'determine,
